JASDF Sabrejets Attack 
Sea Lions off Hokkaido 


SAPPORO (Kyodo)—Two 
F86F Sabrejets of the Japan Air 
Self-Defense Force, guns blaz- 
ing, dove on a tiny rock off 

the southern coast of Hokkaido 
' yesterday. Their targets: sea 
lions. 

Each jet made two es at 
the rock, spraying it with about 
200 rounds of .50-caliber mach- 
inegun bullets each time, and 
then made one pass each at sea 
lions escaping into the sea. 

One of the pilots said about 
20 of the large mammals were 
estimated to have been killed 
during the attacks. : 

Another attack by four more 
‘fighters was scheduled for to- 
day. Two other jets, assigned 
to attack the rock, turned back 
when told the targets were all 
gone. 

The sea lions, local fishermen 


claim, last year caused some 
$50,000 damage to nets and cat- 
ches. The fishermen asked the 
Air Self-Defense Force to clear 
the waters around Todoiwa 
(Sea Lion Rock,) -about 60 
miles south of the jets’ base at 
Chitose, 


Thousands of spectators, 
brought by more than 100 buses, 
cheered the jets from the 
southern coast of the Hidaka 
district; which faces the rock. 


A ship reported it could see 
ho sea lions in the area after 
the attack, which was held up 
most of the morning by snow. 


An ASDF spokesman, reply- 
ing to comments that it would 
seemingly be easier to dynamite 
the rock, replied that the ser- 
vice considered the entire opera- 
tion only a firing exercise. 


Disagrees With Mao 


Politics, Trade Are 
Separable: Morland

Sir Oscar Morland, the new 
British ambassador to Japan, 
said yesterday Britain was al- 
ways anxious to increase its 
trade with Red China but he 
disagreed that politics and trade 
are “inseparable.” 

Morland, who first came to 
Japan 30 years ago, held a press 
conference on his “first day in 
office.” He presented his cre 
dentials to Emperor Hirohito 
Wednesday. 

The British diplomat was ask- 
ed about British trade with Red 
China in view of the recent 
statement by Red Chinese leader 
Mao Tse-tung to a visiting Japa- 
nese Socialist delegation that 
_—— and trade are insepar- 
able.” 

“We are a trading nation,” he 
said. “It is always our desire 
to increase trade with every 
country subject, of course, to 
certain restrietions. 

“But I must say I don’t agree 
with Mao’s statement at all. I 
have no doubt if we said that 
we would give the regime (Red 
Chinese Government) our 
wholehearted support our trade 
with them would be much 
easier. But, of course, we don’t 
work that way,” Morland said. 

On other subjects, he said: 

SUMMIT CONFERENCE—“It 
is hard to say what the pros 
pects of a summit conference 
are. But it has always been my 
Government’s view that it ob- 
viously must be a conference 
where everyone goes knowing 


what they must do and with a 
considered attitude beforehand.” 

TIBET—“It looks like the 
present situation is one that 
will go on being troublesome 
for some time.” , 

TRADE TREATY—“As you 
know negotiations between my 
Government and Japan have 
been going on for some time 
in a friendly spirit. We hope 
to work out an agreement as 
soon as both sides can manage

It was for this reason 
that the United States Govern-

On this understanding and as 
soo as developments in the 
foreign ministers meeting justify 
holding a summit conference, 
the United States Government 
would be ready to participate 
in such a conference. The date 
place and agenda for such a 
conference would be proposed 
by the meeting of Serelan min- 
isters. The conference of heads 
of government could consider

MOSCOW (UPI)—The 
Western Big Three and the 
Soviet Union agreed 
Thursday to convene a 
May 11 East-West foreign 
ministers’ conference as 
the first step to a peaceful 
settlement’ of the Betilin 
crisis. The. first .summit 
talk since 1955 could fol- 
low. 

The United States, Britain and 
France delivered notes to Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro 
myko putting forward the May 
11 date which Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev already has 
indicated he will accept. ‘ 

The Western notes made a 
summit talk possible later this 
summer but the American note 
specified there must be agree- 
ment in the foreign ministers’ 
meeting. It also asked the field 
of discussion be as wide as 
possible. 

“On this understan and 
as soon as developments the 
foreign ministers’ meeting 
justify holding a summit con- 
ference, the US. Government 
would be ready to participate in 
such a conference,” the US. 
note said. 

The British note also said “as 
soon as developments in the 
foreign ministers’ meeting war- 
rant it,” and specifically men- 
tioned discussion the 


. of 
man question as a whole in- 
cluding a peace treaty, 

The French note agreed to a 
summit conference if the for- 
eign ministers’ meeting “makes 
real ‘. It said the min- 
isters “should not deal exclu- 
sively with positions taken oy 
the Soviet Government” but 
should “discuss Germany and 
European security”—two issues 
which Russia has maintained 
cannot be settled merely by the 
Big Four. 

Thursday's notes made pos- 
sible peaceful negotiation on the 
Berlin issue just four months 
after Khrushchev first served 
notice of Russia's interition to 
end the occupation there. 

It was on Nov. 17 when he 
spoke of a six-month time limit 
for making West Berlin a “free 
city” and handing over control 
of Berlin's communication 
routes to East Germany. 

Since then the time limit has 
been deemphasized and Thurs- 
day’s notes made it appear cer- 
tain there would be no major 
moves by either side before the 
conference in Geneva.

The first alternating current 
electric train produced in Japan 
was unveiled yesterday by the 
Tokyo Shibaura Electric Co.

It is powered by a 440-kilowatt 
motor and is capable of attain- 
ing a speed of 95 kilometers an 
hour. 

Toshiba said that the speed of 
trains could be more easily con- 
trolled through use of alternat- 
ing current engines. It also 
said they were more economical 
to run than the direct current 
trains. 

The firm also made public yes- 
terday a new ignitron altrnat- 
ing current electric locomotive.

Dangers and Doubts 

While President Eisenhower has to a large extent 
clarified his stand on the proposal for a summit talk 
with Soviet Premier Khrushchev this summer, interest 
is now switched to the attitude of French President 
Charles de Gaulle. 

What President Eisenhower says is that he is prepared 
to go along with the idea of a series of East-West summit 
meetings’ if the atmosphere at the time offers hope of 
beneficial results from such talks. But he has made it 
clear that he is not going even to this summer's anticipated 
summit meeting unless there is progress at the May 
Geneva foreign ministers’ conference which would justify 
the summit meeting. It is against this background that 
some of the latest remarks of General De Gaulle must 
be considered, we think. 


The American position to date, as summarized by 
President Eisenhower, is this. The Western powers’ notes 
with proposals to Soviet Russia for a May foreign ministers’ 
meeting and a possible summit conference to follow will 
be sent to Moscow shortly. The Soviet threat to sign a 
peace treaty with Communist East Germany if carried out, 
will not be permitted to alter the Western position or 
weaken Western rights in West Berlin. The Western 
powers intend to defend their rights in Berlin under any 


point, General De Gaulle has added the 
warning that “America, France and England do not accept 
that anybody should place an obstacle in the way of the 
comings and goings of their troops to Berlin.” And he 
has supplemented this by saying: “If certain people were 
to this passage, they and all the others who came 
to their support would be committing a hostile act toward 
the Western powers and would thus be responsible for 
the shocks which could follow.” These statements con- 
stitute a plain warning to both Soviet Russia and East 
Germany of the possible consequences of any unilateral 
action on their part with regard to the status of Berlin. 


General De Gaulle appears to think that during, and 
since, his visit to Moscow, British Prime Minister Mac- 
millan has been too conciliatory and even too “soft” toward 
the Soviet leaders. While the Frenchman does not rule 
out the advisability of a summit meeting, he is inclined 
to agree with the American President that it must be 
preceded by a thorough examination of possibilities at 
a foreign ministers’ meeting. There is, therefore, some- 
thing of a cleavage between British and Franco-American 
ideas of what is essential to a summit meeting. 

It is impossible not to mistrust Mr. Macmillan’s idea 
of a summit meeting being called—whether or not it is 
preceded by a foreign ministers’ meeting or whether or 
not a foreign ministers’ meeting, if held, proves a success 
or not. For the heads of state to meet one another without 
proper preparation on such important issues could 
result in the mutual utterance of platitudes and pleasant 
wishes or, on the other hand, in an open disagreement. 
Neither of these consequences could help the situation; 
the latter might indeed prove disastrous. 

Both would spell failure, and in doing so, might make 
the need for unilateral action seem more plausible. It 
has never been made clear why the Soviet Premier was 


ying but there must be 
the prover: Be that he is by no means adverse to such a 
summit meeting’s failure on the ground that it would 
give him a free hand. 


It will be noted that Radio Moscow, although it speaks 
of the “positive significance” of the Anglo-American agree- 
ment on the subject of a summit conference, deplored that 
“no concrete program” had emerged from the Eisenhower- 
Macmillan talks. That can hardly be expected, because, 
as we have seen, the agreement was not complete as to 
the conditions for the summit meeting. Radio Moscow 
ignores the point that a “concrete program” is just the 
thing that might be expected to emerge from a preliminary 
conference of foreign ministers. And when Radio Moscow 
talks of the summit conference’s success depending on the 
“goodwill of the parties concerned” we may point out that 
the goodwill could be equally shown in a preliminary 
conference. 

How far Moscow is sincere in wishing to hold any 
kind of conference seems doubtful. Mr. Maemillan is 
evidently in a trusting mood but the barely concealed 
doubts of the American and French Presidents seem to 
coincide with the deductions it is natural to draw from 
the course of recent happenings. Should Moscow be plan- 
ming to justify an é@ven more rigorous and aggressive 
foreign policy in the future by presenting the world with 
a summit conference failure the situation would become 
more dangerous than ever.

The program no doubt will 
survive the short run—this year 
and next at least—if only be- 
cause of the Soviet Union's habit 
of fomenting crises like Berlin. 
Its most effective, if unwitting, 
lobbyists, indeed, have been the 
Russians.

Chin-K oro 


Chin or Japanese spaniels 
were once the most popular lap 
dogs in Japan, particularly in 
the Tokugawa and Meiji years. 
They were even exported in 
large numbers to foreign coun- 
tries. Sut today there are only 
a few kept by dog fanciers, and 
many chin lovers have formed 
an organization to preserve this 
Japanese dog. 

It is not clearly known how 
and when this small, lovable 
dog developed. Authorities, 
however, agree that the chin 
was a product of interbreeding 
various small dogs, not only of 
Japan but also those brought 
from China, Tibet, Annam and 
Europe. 

At any rate, as early as the 
beginning of the Tokugawa Era 
in the 17th century, the chin 
had already become a definite 
type and records show that the 
Japanese chin-koro were 

exported to Europe in the 
die of the 18th century. 

In Edo there were many dog 
shops specializing in chin. As 
a household pet, it became most 
popular. It is a well-known fact 
that they were presented to 
Queen Victoria of England more 
than 60 years ago. 

The word “chin” is common- 
ly said to come from “chi-nu,” 
a contraction of “chisai-inu” 
(small dogs). On the other hand 
Morihiro Higashikuni, pres 
ident of the Chin Dog Preser- 
vation Society, presents the 
view that the term “chin” came 
from the Chinese expression 
“chin-tso,” meaning “to sit up.” 
The people still say “chin-chin” 
when they want to make dogs 
sit up. 

It is unfortunate that it has 
become difficult to find good 
chin dogs in the country. Good

ing the program than into any- 
thing else in his tenure. No 
one familiar with the inner 
situation denies him good marks 
here. Down below, however, 
where actual operations go on, 
the Administration’s leadership 
is progressively less impressive. 

In the first place, there is 
massive, cumulative evidence—

Foreign aid’s best friends in 
Congress have been saying the 
same thing for years, and for 
the same reason. They hope, 
and so does the Draper commis- 
sion, that the Administration 
canbe prevailed upon to clean 
up this situation before Con- 
gress becomes completely fed 
up and throws out the baby 
with the bath water. 

Complaints about waste have 
been treated as though they 
were mere irresponsible attacks 
on the principle of the program. 
Some of them have not been in 
good faith, but many have been. 
And these need urgent atten- 
tion; the time for alibis is run- 
ning out fast. 

In the second place, the pres- 
ent mixture of military "ae 
economic assistance in a single 
Congressional bill and program 
is a case of oil and water. There 
is a world ‘of difference in the 
two objectives. The one, mili- 
tary security, is totally inter- 
twined with our national securi- 
ty. Military aid thus could be 
more rationally handled by sim- 
ply and frankly throwing it all 
into the same large pot with 
the Pentagon’s functions. One 
bazooka is pretty much like an- 
other, no matter the nationality 
of the corporal who fires it, 

The second objective, econom- 
ie aid, is both economic and 
political in purpose. It is un- 
wisely involved new with our 
purely military planning. 

Again, in its longer meaning, 
economic aid to our friends is 
really only our present sub- 
stitute for a fully rational policy 
of freer world trade. And it is 


at this point that the whole of 


the Administration, this time in- 


cluding the President as well, is 

rforming in what can only 
e called an odd way. More 
and more we are putting petty 
protectionist devices on world 
trade. Here we.deny to a for- 
eign firm a construction con- 


tract it has won in open bidding. - 


There we lay down import re- 
strictions. 

Thus, one hand of the Govern- 
ment assists other countries in 
foreign aid, The other hand 
hampers them in foreign trade. 
And foreign trade is, after all, 
the oldest and cheapest of all 
forms of “foreign aid,” and the 
best in the end for both parties 
to the transaction. 

Finally, to one who has watch- 
ed the program from its very 
beginning it increasingly ap- 
pears that the Administration 
officials before Congress are put- 
ting the “secret” label on too 
many things too often. For 
years we have been spending 
millions on foreign military in- 
stallations, some of which are 
right next door to Soviet or 
satellite territory. It is not 
likely that the Russians have 
got to read the Congressional 
record to discover as much.

LONDON (AP)—The text of 
a British note to the Soviet 
Union on the subject of a sum- 
mit conference follows: 


Her Majesty’s Government 
have studied the Soviet Govern- 
ment’s note of March 2, 1959. 

They do not propose to 
answer that part of the note 
which simply repeats previous 
statements on certain questions 
in dispute. The position of Her 
Majesty’s Government has been 
clearly explained in previous 
correspondence. 

Her Majesty’s Government 
nevertheless welcome that part 
of the note which shows that 
the Soviet Government still be- 
lieves it possible for the four 
powers to work together on 
questions related to Germany, 

This conforms with the prin- 
ciple to which the Soviet Gov- 
ernment has recently indicated 
its adherence that differences 
between nations should be re- 
solved by negotiation. 

In particular Her Majesty's 
Government are glad to note 
that the Soviet Government ac- 
cepts the proposals, that there 
should be a meeting of the four 
foreign ministers. 

Subject to the agreement of 
the Swiss Government, they pro- 
pose that this meeting should 
begin in Geneva on May 11, 

As to the agenda, the main 
concern of Her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment is that the formula 
should reserve the position of 
all the participants and their 
liberty of discussion. 

They accordingly propose 
that the agenda should be ques- 
tions relating to Germany in- 
cluding a peace treaty with Ger- 
many and the question of 
Berlin. 

The purpose of the foreign 
rainisters’ meeting should be to 
reach positive agreements over 
as wide a field as possible, and 
in any case to narrow the differ- 
ences between the respective 
points of view and to prepare 
constructive proposals for con- 
sideration by a conference of 
heads of government later in the 
summer.

If the conference of foreign 
ministers permits the envisage- 
ment of genuine p the 
French Government would be 
disposed to accept a conference 
at the summit at an appropriate 
place and date. 

The agenda of the foreign 
ministers’ conference cannot 
cover exclusively the Soviet 
position. Germany and Euro- 
pean security must be discussed. 
The French Government does 
not attach any special impor- 
tance to one formula or another 
on condition the formula allows 
to the position of each power 
its freedom of discussion.
